., Bum statement made by our evening con- 
demporaty regurding the measures which the 
Government of the Colony contemplate 
adopting with a view to the suppression of 
Gambling, appears ta he correct as to its 
general bearing, but wo cannot believe that 
it is so to the full extent. As iv pertinently 
observed by tho writer of thearticlein which 
the matter is alluded to, the suppression of 
gambling isa purely polieo measure if any- 
thing isso at all,andtho idea of appoiuting the 
ReeraTzar-GENgRaL a Suppressor-Genoral 
of Gambling to co-operate with the Captain 
Superintendent -of Police, both being paid 
salaries for their services, is too preposterous 
for it to be believed that even in Hongkong 
the attempt will be made to pass off. auch an 
evasion upon the public, The question what 
measure should be adopted witha view to 
putting down gambling has, of course, arisen 
in ‘connection with doing away with the 
licensing system; and it is quite possible 
that the idea ofa measure something like the| 
one suggested has arison, and perhaps it may 
not be too much to say that any temporising 
with tho duty of suppressing gambling, 
which was always considered ag part and 
parcel of what Sir Ricnarn MacDoynen 
was instructed by the Colonial Office to do, 
must load toa measure something like the 
gne which has been shadowed forth, 

We are quite willing to admit that the 
suppression of gambling in Hongkong must 
be a matter of great difficulty; and such 
being the case, while we have always depre- 
cated the licensing system, we have been 
careful to reserve our opinion as to whether, 
that being done away with, it would be wise 
for the Government to go further and adopt 
Tepressive measures. The Home Govern. 
ment, however, actuated by a commendable 
fecling of dislike to public gambling being 
tolerated ina British Colony, have adopted a 
different view, and there can %3 no doubt 
that their idea in telling Sir Riezarp Mac. 
Domrwext to put down gambling wag that he 
should not only withdraw the licensing, but 
should suppress gambling altogether. This 
nay be impracticable, as is not improbable 
considering that we have seen that the Chi- 
nese are willing to pay os much as over 
$200,000 annually for licences, and. may be 
beloved, therefore, to be willing to expend 
the like sum in bribes, should repressive 
measures be adopted. But the plain fact 
remains that hitherto we bave never made 
the attempt at putting down gambling ; 
because the firat step toward any effectual 
measures must bea thorough improvement 


|e. , in the Police Force—the means by which the 


end in view has to be attuined. “We have no 
desire to make comzacaty in advance of facts. 
‘The question is practical os well as theoret- 
ical; and, if fair. grounds -be shown for

ablo to honestly face the outery which until 
this is proved is justifiably raised at homo, 
and by a large number here, againat tho 
toloration of the abuse of public gaming 
houses, If it is not usual for Englishmen to 


. | attempt’ impossibilities, ib is also: very. un- 


usual for them to say that they cannot do 
what they admit is their duty beford they have 
tried. There is.no denying the fact that we 
have not yet tried to suppress gambling with 
an efficient Polies ‘Force, and therefore, wo 
aro’ unable, to face. the reproach’ which is 
justly heaped upon us. Lf we had dono our 
duty, and strenuously endeavoured. to put 
down the evil, wo might with confidence come 
forward, ond say: “All that can be dono 
has been done; we cannot suppress gambling, 
and must wash our hands of it.” Tomporising - 
measures sch as those hitherto adopted, only 
make the Government the Inughing stock 
equally Of those in favour of suppreasing gam- 
Dling and of those wlio are for not interfering 
with it—of tho former, because it is not shown, 
that gambling cannot be suppressed; of.the 
latter, Lecause it ia not proved thatit ought 
not to bo left’ to tako its own course asa 
matter, if not beyond tho province, really bo- 
yond the control, of the Governmont, The 
measure which has been “suggested for the 
auppression of gimbling is just one of these 
absurd pieces’ of tomporising ; and, in point 
of fact, leaves full play to gambling without 
declaring it; as ibis not to be supposed that 
shutting up the mouths of tho police, and 
ordering them not to report upon unlicensed 
gambling-houses, will prove the exact way to 
discover where those. establishments are to 
be found ; or that’a measure ‘which requires

SIR RUTHEREORD ALCOOK AND THE
